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Terms of Reference 





The terms of reference of the program are as follows: 


1. The participant remains an employee of the referring firm. 


2. The term of the secondment is 12 months, with an optional three month 
extension; six months to be spent working in the Enforcement and 
Market Regulation Branch followed by six months in the Corporate 
Finance Branch. The three-month extension of the term may be 
exercised by the participant with the concurrence of the Director and 
the referring firm.

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1.2 PRESS RELEASE 


1.2.1 UNION ENTERPRISES LTD. /UNICORP CANADA CORPORATION 


April 26, 1985 


The Ontario Securities Commission confirmed today that it has an investigation 
underway into the take-over bid of Unicorp Canada Corporation ("Unicorp") for 
common shares ("'Shares") of Union Enterprises Limited ("'Union") with particular 
reference to the trading in Shares of Union both before and after the making of 
the bid. The investigation was commenced immediately after the conclusion of 
the Commission's February hearing. The Commission will make a further 
announcement concerning the status of the investigation in due course. 


Background 


On February 1 Unicorp made a securities exchange take-over bid (the '"Offer'') 
for all outstanding Shares of Union. At that time Unicorp disclosed that it 
had purchased through the facilities of the Toronto and Montreal _ stock 
exchanges 4,500,000 Shares of Union, comprising 13.8% of the outstanding 
Shares, and that it had arrived at an arrangement with GLN Investments Limited, 
the owner of 16% of the outstanding Union Shares, under which GLN Investments 
Limited had agreed to deposit its Shares of Union under the Offer. 


On February 6 the Commission announced that it would hold a hearing to 
determine whether in purchasing the 4.5 million Shares for cash and in making a 
subsequent securities exchange offer, Unicorp had complied with the requirement 
of the Securities Act which provides that where a take-over bid is made, all 
holders of the same class of securities shall be offered the same 
consideration. 


On February 15 following a hearing that extended over 6 days the Commission 
announced that it would not cease trade the Unicorp Offer because it had not 
been established that the purchases of 4.5 million Shares through the 
facilities of the stock exchanges prior to announcement of the Offer 
constituted private agreements. Therefore, the Commission's policy linking 
pre-take-over bid private agreement purchases with the take-over bid was not 
applicable. 


The formal written reasons of the Commission will be released early next week. 


During the course of the Commission's hearing much evidence was adduced about 
the trading that took place prior to the announcement of the Offer. Commission 
staff took the position that a more in-depth review was necessary and, 
therefore, sought and obtained from the Commission an investigation order under 
section! 1 isof-«thesAct: 


During the course of the take-over bid heavy trading in securities of Union and 
Unicorp led Commission staff to investigate trading subsequent to the 
announcement of the Offer. In particular the following were of concern: 


(ee) A number of large blocks of Union Shares were traded in the period 
prior to the expiry of the Offer. It appeared that the blocks were 
then tendered to the Offer. 


(ii) National Victoria and Grey Trustco tendered its Union Shares to the 
Offer and immediately received cash in exchange for the Unicorp 
securities received under the Offer. 
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In part because of the involvement of Unicorp's advisors in these transactions, 
the transactions led to speculation that Unicorp's securities exchange 
take-over for Union was. being "monetized" £or certain institutional 
shareholders. 


Announcement of Investigation 


By law any information or evidence obtained and the name of any witness 
examined under an investigation order may not be disclosed without the consent 
of the Commission. Moreover, it is the general policy of the Commission not to 
disclose the existence of an investigation. The statutory prohibition and the 
Commission policy are intended to ensure that, 


Gi) the investigation is not impeded, and 
(ii) the reputations of persons are not unfairly damaged. 


In making a decision to disclose the existence of an investigation, the 
Commission must balance these considerations against the benefits of disclosure 
to determine whether disclosure is in the public interest. Clearly, the public 
has a legitimate interest in knowing that the Commission is vigilant in its 
enforcement of securities legislation. 


The Commission has determined in this case that the public's need to_ know 
compels disclosure of the existence of the investigation. 


Issues 
The principal issues being canvassed by the investigation include: 


(1) Were shareholders of Union treated equally in the context of the 
Unicorp Offer, or were certain large shareholders improperly 
provided with an opportunity to obtain cash for Union Shares’ which 
opportunity was not available on the same terms to all 
shareholders? 


(11) Were persons improperly informed of significant information that 
was not generally known to the market and did any persons trade on 
the basis of such undisclosed information? 


The investigation is pursuing these and related issues with dispatch. Should 
it be determined that any person contravened the Securities Act or otherwise 
acted improperly in relation to its duties and responsibilities to the 
securities markets, the Commission will vigorously pursue available sanctions 
and remedies. 


Burns Acquisition 

Questions also have been raised concerning certain alleged ''defensive tactics" 

engaged in by Union and, in particular, its acquisition of Burns Foods Ltd. 

(‘'Burns''). The Commission has determined that it will not hold a hearing into 

the Burns acquisition. 

In this regard, the Commission considered, amongst other things, the following: 
(1) the Unicorp Offer did proceed, so that the acquisition did not have 


the effect of depriving shareholders of the ability to accept or 
reject the Offer; 
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(11) Unicorp, as the largest shareholder of Union and as the person most 


affected by the acquisition, has the resources to pursue a remedy 
in the Courts; 


(111) Unicorp withdrew its request to the Commission for a hearing; and 


(iv) The Toronto Stock Exchange determined to accept notice for filing 
of the Burns transaction, and this determination was not appealed 
to the Commission. 


Policy Reviews 


As a result of the circumstances surrounding the Unicorp Offer and other recent 
take-over bids the Commission has requested staff to undertake a number of 
policy reviews with a view to recommending what, if any, changes should be made 
to Bill 159, the proposed legislation on take-over bids and issuer bids that 
received first reading in the Ontario Legislature in December, 1984. Staff 
will be considering whether the concept of pre-bid integration found in OSC 
Policy 9.3 is adequate or whether it should either be revised or incorporated 
into the statute by way of a specific and objective provision. A policy review 
of the adequacy of rules relating to trading by securities dealers in the 
context of a take-over bid, with a focus on dealers acting in any capacity for 
an offeror, will also be undertaken.

2.1 MESA PARTNERS II ET AL 


Headnote 


Section 99(e) - The American offerors making a take-over bid for a Delaware 
corporation having a small number of shareholders resident in Ontario were

6. Dynamic presently owns 65,000 common shares and 70,000 Class A 
shares of Crownx Inc. (collectively, the ''Crownx Shares’), 
representing approximately 0. 6% and 0. 4%, respectively, of the 
issued and outstanding shares of each of such classes.

UPON the application of the Bank of British Columbia (the ''Bank'') to’ the 
Ontario Securities Commission (the ''Commission'") pursuant to subsection 73 (1) 
of the Securities Act, R. S. O. 1980, c.466, as amended (the "Act'') for a 
ruling that the first trade in common shares of the Bank (''common shares'"') 
which are proposed to be issued by the Bank to two residents of the United 
States will not be subject to section 52 of the Act; 


AND UPON reading the application and the recommendation of the staff of 
the Commission; 


AND UPON the Bank having represented to the Commission that: 


ite The Bank is a chartered bank subject to the provisions of the Bank 
Act (Canada) and is a reporting issuer under the Act not in default 
of any requirements of the Act or the regulations made thereunder; 


2. On November 22, 1984, the Bank completed the issue to certain 
individual and institutional investors of 12,000,000 common shares in 
reliance upon the exemption from the prospectus requirements of the 
Act contained in clause 71(1)(d) of the Act and, by a ruling of the 
Commission dated November 1, 1984, first trades in such common shares 
made after January 7, 1985 are not subject to section 52 of the Act 
notwithstanding the provisions of subsection 71(4) of the Act; 


Sy By prospectus dated January 4, 1985 (the '"'Prospectus''), the Bank 
qualified the distribution of up to 19,000,000 common _§ shares, 
13,871,568 of which were offered to holders of record of common 
shares on a_e specified date (other than shareholders whose recorded 
addresses were in the United States or any territory or possession 
thereof and shareholders to whom subsection 110(5) of the Bank Act 
(Canada) applied) who were granted the right to subscribe for 
additional common shares on a specified basis and 5,128,432 of which 
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(together with any common shares not subscribed for by such holders 
of record) were offered to the public; 


4. Of the 19,000,000 common shares qualified for distribution by the 


Prospectus, Sy, AAS), (ONO) common shares were subscribed for by 
investors; 
De The Bank has entered into agreements in principle (the ''Share 


Purchase Agreements'') with each of two residents of the United States 
(the 'U. S. Purchasers") providing for the issuance by the Bank to 
the U. S. Purchasers of 307,496 common shares and 126,074 common 
shares, respectively, in each case at a price of $5.85375 per. share, 
which transactions do not involve trades in Ontario; 


6. The price of $5.85375 per share is equivalent to the offering price 
under the Prospectus of $6.00 per share less $0.14625 per share, 
being the value per share of the dividend declared on the common 
shares of the Bank to holders of record on March 12, 1985; 


ite The U. S. Purchasers have represented to the Bank in the Share 
Purchase Agreements that the common shares subscribed for by each are 
being purchased for investment purposes and not for resale; and 


8. The Bank has delivered a copy of the Prospectus to each of the 
U. S. Purchasers and will grant to the U. S. Purchasers those rights 
which were afforded investors who purchased under the Prospectus’ and 
there has been no material change in the business or affairs of the 
Bank which would require an amendment to the Prospectus as of the 
date of this Ruling; 


AND UPON being satisfied that to so rule would not be prejudicial to _ the 
public interest; 


NOW THEREFORE IT IS RULED pursuant to subsection 73(1) of the Act that the 
first trade in common shares to be issued by the Bank to the U. S. Purchasers 
under the Share Purchase Agreements will not be subject to section 52 of the 
Act, provided such first trade does not constitute a distribution as defined in 
subparagraph 1(1)11(1iii)of the Act.

Section 91(3) of 
the Act reads as follows:

An outline of the facts which give rise to the 
applications follows. Unicorp first evidenced an interest 
in Union in June, 1984, Union's business then being 
Carried ‘ondby Union Gas Limited) (“Union Gas” or “Union” ), 
when it bought 100 common shares of Union Gas. These 
shares were bought in order to add Union to the 
“intelligence portfolio kept by Unicorp eso that) Unicozrp 
would receive communications from Union to its 
shareholders. According to Mr. James W. Leech, the 
president! anda director of Unicorp:, «the shares were 
bought following the issue of a press release stating that 
Union proposed to reorganize its business into regulated 
and non-regulated activities, the former being carried on 
in a subsidiary and the latter in a parent corporation and 
in other ssibsidiaries. Mr. Leech thought this change 
might create a situation in Union of interest to Unicorp 
following the experience of Northern and Central Gas 
Corporation, Consumers Gas and Bell Canada after a similar 
reorganization. 


Shortly after his appointment as president of 
Great Lakes Group Inc. ("Great Lakes”) the holder through 
a subsidiary of 5,290,100 shares of Union Gas, the largest 


SY sre 
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block in the hands of any single shareholder, Mr. K.R. 
Clarke received a note 7 of congratulations *irom Mr. "Leech 
with a notation that. he would®like to get togetherrwith 
Mr. Clarke over coffee to discuss mutual areas of possible 
business. As a result, Messrs. Clarke and Leech met in 
mid-November, 1984. They talked about a number of matters 
and during the course of the conversation the share 
position held by Great Lakes in Union arose. According to 
the evidence of Mr. Clarke he indicated that this 16.3% 
position was too tsmall to) bewconsidered tavetrategic 
holding and too large to be considered a portfolio 
holding, and that Great Lakes would have to take some 
action with respect to it at some point. Mr. Clarke 
believes he indicated to Mr. Leech that Great Lakes would 
probably be a seller for around $12.50 cash or cash 
equivalent. 


Mr. Leech subsequently met with Mr. Jack 
Cockwell of Great Lakes about the third or fourth week of 
November, 1984. Mr. Leech said he gained the impression 
from Mr. Cockwell that Union did! note providesare iit with 
the plans of Great Lakes. Mr. Cockwell apparently also 
indicated that Great Lakes would be a seller of the Union 
block at around $12.50 cash or cash equivalent. 


Mr. Leech advised that on or about December 2, 
1984 he met with representatives of Gordon Capital 
Corporation ("Gordon") and during the meeting the matter 
of Union was brought up. Mr. Leech advised that he gave 
Gordon the assignment to see if Unicorp could acquire in 
the market between 54 and 10% of the outstanding common 
shares of Union. Mr. Leech stated that Gordon reported 
back that there was a good possibility of acquiring 5Z-104 
of the shares of Union without putting undue pressure on 
the market. Unicorp decided not to do anything at this 
time pending completion of the reorganization of the 
business of Union above referred to. 


On January 8, 1985, following ‘the ccompletiion, of 
the reorganization of Union and after further consultation 
with Gordon, Unicorp instructed Gordon to purchase 
3,000 [000 shares! of Union Csltghtly. Less etham 10c)soni of ts 
behalf “at ‘a ‘price not to ‘exceed SIG 000 per shane .a Gordon 
had ‘tried to woltecit) imtierest at: (Sh2). 50iiperishare: but 
there were not sufficient sellers at this price to enable 
Gordon to fill the order. Gordon filled the order on 
January 9, 1985) iprimarily “by means (of sa Serass sor 
put-through on the floors of The Toronto Stock Exchange 
("TSE") and the Montreal Exchange ("ME"). The evidence 
was that Gordon actively canvassed institutional investors 
whom they knew held stock of Union to sell at $13.00, 
resulting in sales by approximately 50 different 
accounts. It is not known how many investors were 
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canvassed who elected not to sell, although there were at 
least two, National Victoria and Grey Trust Company 
("National Victoria”) and the discretionary accounts under 
the management of Rogan Investment Management Ltd. Under 
the rules of the TSE and ME before the cross or put-through 
could be made, it was first necessary for Gordon to acquire 
all shares which were then being offered at prices less 
than or equal to the cross price. This we were informed 
resulted in the purchase by Gordon on the floor of the TSE 
of approximately 318,000 shares in more than 55 separate 
transactions and the purchase on the floor of the ME of 
13,000. shares# in) more) than: eights transactions.. In 
addition, to fill the order completely, Gordon incurred a 
short position of-some 132,000 shares, a fact which was not 
reported, to, Uni corp, 


Unicorp financed the purchase of shares of Union 
effected on January 9, 1985 by means of a bank loan which 
it arranged through Continental Bank of Canada. The loan 
agreement between Unicorp and the bank, dated December 31, 
1984, provides for a revolving investment line of credit 
in an amount of up to $40,000,000 "to enable Unicorp to 
acquire for investment up to 3,200,000 common shares of 
Union Eaterprises Ltdag. 


A few days later Gordon reported to Unicorp that 
it could acquire further shares of Union. As a result, on 
January 15, 1985 200,000 additional shares were bought by 
Umicorp at wa price sof S12.50 per share, all of them 
representing a short sale by Gordon, and on January 22, 
1985 a further 1,300,000 shares were acquired at a price 
of $13.00 per share. Of the 1,300,000 shares confirmed to 
Unaicorp by Gordon na Nanwary) 2 255 1198 5.2 522), 0008 represented 
a cross or put-through of shares acquired from 4 
institutional investors, 75,900 were acquired from member 
firms in several individual transactions required to 
“take-out” all the TSE and ME offerings at or below 
513.00, Jand)7 02 00, repnesented,a.short position) incurred 
by Gordon to complete the order. Again it is not known 
how many institutional investors or investment managers 
were canvassed by Gordon but declined to sell, although 
at léasth thes same: itwo,. National Victoria and, Rogan 
Investment Management Ltd., again declined. 


The shares of Union purchased by Unicorp on 
Januany ao, i losowand- weanuary 22, 1:935,werée, financed from 
the proceeds of an additional bank loan made to Unicorp by 
Continental Bank of Canada. The loan agreement between 
Unicorp and the bank, dated January 14, 1985, provides fo 
a revolving investment line of credit of up to S205, 0003000 
“to enable Unicorp to acquire for investment up to 
1,500,000 shares of Union Enterprises Ltd.”. 


Dheaars 
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The evidence before us is that a cross or 
put-through is not an unusual method of effecting trades 
on the TSE and ME and that the procedure followed by 
Gordon, in effecting the particular crosses, complied 
completely with the requirements of the TSE and ME. 
Gordon's widely recognized expertise in assembling large 
blocks of stock was referred to by a number of witnesses. 


It is also clear on the evidence that Unicorp 
gave no instructions to Gordon as to whom it should 
approach to fill the Unicorp orders, that Unicorp was not 
aware of the identity of the sellers, and that the sellers 
were not aware of the identity of Unicorp as purchaser. 
There is some evidence that, at least by implication, 
Gordon knew it was not to approach Great Lakes. 


A meeting of the board of directors of Unicorp 
was held on Wednesday, January 23, 1985. The minutes of 
this meeting, which were filed as part of Exhibit 2, 
disclose that management wes authorized to have 
discussions with Great Lakes and National Victoria with a 
view to determining whether either would be interested in

Mr. Leech met with representatives of Great Lakes on 
January 24, 1985. These representatives again advised 
Mr. Leech that Union was not a strategic investment of 
Great Lakes and it was the long term objective of Great 
Lakes to sell. Mr. Leech testified that the conversation 
quickly turned into a discussion of Great Lakes selling 
its interest in Union to Unicorp. Mr. Leech advised the 
Great Lakes representatives that he could not purchase for 
cash but that he thought he could put together an 
attractive package of securities. The representatives of 
Great Lakes indicated that if such a package were offered 
to them they would require 24 hours to analyze it and to 
call a board meeting to reach a decision as to its 
acceptability. 


A meeting sof’, the® board of directors of) Unicorp 
held on January 28, 1985 authorized Mr. Leech to make a 
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firm proposal on behalf of Unicorp to GLN Investments

The take-over bid was subsequently made by 
Unicorp by take-over bid «circular dated February 2;

Much evidence was adduced about the intention of 
Unicorp to make the take-over bid and specifically when 
such intention was formed. 


Mr. Connacher, the chairman and chief executive 
officer of Gordon, testified that “onerof the options 
discussed with Mr. Leech at some time after January 9, 
1985 but prijer to: January 22), 01985 was) alitakesover: bid and 
that the traders of Gordon, in respect of the purchases 
made for Unteorp om Janwarye22 1985, wene armedy with the 
knowledge that there was the possibility that one of the 
subsequent alternatives available to the purchaser was a 
take-over bid. Mr. Rogan, the president and owner of 
Rogan Investment Management Ltd., testified that, when he 
was contacted by a Gordon trader prior to the purchases on 
January 22, he was told that) it would» be the last; opportu~ 
nity he would have to obtain cash and that a follow-up was 
coming which would not be as attractive. Mr. Duncan 
Baillie, the isentiorfi vice-president; anvestments: of 
National Victoria, testified as to the efforts made by 
Gordon to acquire the shares of Union owned by National 
Victoria or held in its various estate, trust and agency 
accounts. National Victoria was contacted on January 23, 
1985 Cafter "the: crossescn Januarm 22,0 1985054) Mrs Baillie 
said he thought Gordon had sold short to meet its 
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commitment on January 22. National Victoria was told on 
January 23 that the next offer would be paper.* Mr. Leech 
maintained that the intention to make a take-over bid did 
not arise until after the transaction with Great Lakes was 
in place and that prior to that time a take-over bid was 
only one of the several options Unicorp was considering. 


Commission Policy 9.3 is entitled "“Take-Over 
Bids - Miscellaneous Guidelines”. It is divided into 
three parts: Part A entitled “Private Agreements During 
Take-Over Bid", Part B entitled “Private Agreement Prior 
to a Take-Over Bid or Issuer Bid - Linked Transactions” 
and Part C entitled “Securities Exchange Take-Over Bids - 
Market Support, Maintenance and Stabilization vs. Market 
Balancing Transactions in Accordance with Stock Exchange 
Rules”. 

PartyvA of Policyi9.Ss°providesvthat) the privete 
agreement exemption contained in section 88(2) of the Act 
VS Not vavai lable | sine thetopinionw ot thes Commission, conan 
offeror while that offeror has a circular) bid 
Outstanding.

“3. Le ie also recognized that an 
offeror will commonly purchase 
Securities pursuant ito ay private 
agreement or private agreements 
prior to making the actual take-over 
bid. If such private agreements 
constitute a take-over bid exempted 
from the requirements of Part XIX by 
sections 88(2)Cc) andla follewsup 
offer is required pursuant to 
section 91(1), there appears to be 
no problem. But where the private 
agreements do not constitute a take- 
over bid or where it is exempted 
under section 88(2)(c) and no 
follow-up offerlts “requiredé €o be 
made, the Commission is concerned 
for the equal treatment of the 
remaining shareholders during a 
subsequent take-over bid. It is the 
view of the Commission that when

This policy issue was discussed by the Commission in its 
commentary on the draft legislation published in the 

Bulletin of August 10, 1984. We repeat and endorse the 
commen tssmadel atanthat stiime) (ip. bo4d4)s: 


The concept of pre-bid 
lmpeicisa tasonmy seit) BOuGwe ner ant Beto f 
Ontario Policy Statement 9.3 and 
recommended in the Practitioners' 
Report was endorsed by the 
Administrators... 


The Practitioners' Report 
recommended that the concept of pre- 
bid integration be incorporated into 
the statute by way of specific and 
detailed provision. The Administra- 
tors were concerned that attempting 
to codify the concept with specific 
rules and limitations could lead to 
Sijondetd canity daltiacud! tives On the 
other hand, there was concern that 
general language stating that 
reference should be made to the 
price paid in. previious» private 
transactions in determining whether 
aldy shareholders) are’ being offered 
the: identical consideration in a bid 
would create an unacceptable level 
of uncertainty for’ offerors. » At 
present the Draft contains neither 
the detailed provisions recommended 
in the Practitioners’ Report nor 
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general language. However, the 
Commission proposes to retain Part B 
of Policy (Statemen ti9e 3) ane its 
present form.” 


For Unicorp it is argued that the purchases made 
by Gordon ‘on its behaltijous Janwanyigs:, eboiranidy 224idid not 
constitute private agreements and in any event the 
reference to put-throughs and crosses in Part A of Policy 
9.3) .1s° not applicable to Party bot Polucyeorsaetor Union 
it is argued that the reference to crosses and 
put-throughs in Part A is applicable to Part B and in any 
event the purchases made by Gordon were private agreements 
made at a time when Unicorp had formed an intention of 
making a take-over bid. 


The term "private agreement" is not defined in 
the Act, the Regulations under the Act or the policy 
statements of the Commission. Presumably it is a coined 
phrase to represent a transaction or transactions of the 
type+or kind treferred: to im section’ 88C2)iGe) of ther Act 
which exempts a take-over bid from the requirements of 
Part KIX ofthe Actewhere “dit ds an offer to wpurchase 
securities by way of agreements with fewer than fifteen 
security holders and not made pursuant to an offer to 
security holders generally”. The purchases made on 
behalf of Unicorp by CGordom in our view can hardly» be 
called private agreements. They were made in accordance 
with the rules of the TSE and ME through the facilities of 
the TSE and ME. Gordon was required to take out all 
outstanding offers on the floor at a price less than or 
equal to the cross price. Gordon canvassed institutional 
investors extensively. There were numerous transactions 
required to £iill the Wnicorp ordere Var corpedid not know 
the sellers and the sellers were unaware that Unicorp was 
the buyer. In our view, under all the circumstances, the 
purchases did not represent “private agreements". We do 
not say that a “cross tora pucH-through may not represent, 
under proper circumstances, the execution of a private 
agreement; in thestcircumsitancesheresprevai ling at is our 
view that there were no private agreements. We hold this 
view both as to the purchases made by Gordon as agent for 
Unicorp and as to the short sales made to Unicorp by 
Gordon acting as principal. There was no evidence before 
us bringing home to Unicorp knowledge of the short 
position assumed by Gordon, and certainly no evidence that 
Unicorp knew of Gordon's intention to provide Union shares 
to Unicorp by »itselie gotngmishort. SCGordomciishortuisales on 
January 9, 15 and 22 have since been covered by purchases 
in the market. They have all of the attributes of normal 
market transactions. They do not, in the circumstances of 
this case, take on the attributes of private agreements.

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It seems to us that the reference to crosses and 
put—throughs in “Policy 9.3 should be taken as applicable 
to “both Parte@Aland Part Biofethe Policy. @buteshould  notsbe 
taken as doing more than creating a rebuttable 
presumption: crosses and put-throughs are presumed to 
represent (as they may often do) the execution of a 
private agreement “foreythe! purchase and “sale of “a block of 
SECU mat esi. in" the *présent case, Unicorp has successfully 
rebutted that presumption. 


Mr. Beck agreed that the Commission could not

Mr. Beck would seem to be 
arguing that the shareholders of Union should be deprived 
of their choice as to whether to accept or reject the 
Unicorp bid. This seems an unusual and inappropriate 
argument to us.

Gordon)’ in January,, 1985 
did not constitute private agreements for the purposes of 
PaneebsorePo,icy. 925. and+ that’ Und comp, ini making these 
purchases and its subsequent take-over bid, did not breach 
section 9103) or thesActss Im view ofouretindings thatithe 
DUGehasics lof Unione sitock bys Uniicorprdiad= not consitt Eutie 
private agreements, it became unnecessary for us to 
determine if Unicorp had the intention of making a 
take-over bid at’ the time’ of any ‘of such purchases. 
Accordingly, we declined to issue a cease trading order 
which would prevent the bid from proceeding. 


Much evidence was adduced at the hearing about 
the trading activities, both before and after the bid was 
made on February 1, of Gordon and Midland Doherty Limited 
("Midland"), the agents appointed by Unicorp to solicit 
acceptantes of ithe” bid. Le was’ argued that’ these 
activities gave a deceptive appearance to the market for 
Union shares and was therefore manipulative.

order. These trades were agency trades and again could 
not be said to be deceptive or manipulative.

According to material filed by Gordon, during the period 
from January 29, 1985 to February 7, 1985 Gordon purchased 
a total of .331,423, shares: asy. principal, soldi 99, 6llwshares 
as principal and carried out transactions in 60,000 shares 
as agent. Some of the purchases as principal were 
consummated with the obvious purpose of covering the short 
position incurred by Gordon in completing the orders given 
by Unicorp. Other purchases as principal and sales as 
principal were undoubtedly made in Gordon's capacity as 
one of the “market makers" in the shares of Union on the 
TSE. 


There was no complaint about the shares of Union 
traded by Gordon as agent or in its capacity as market 
maker. It was alleged however that the trades made by 
Gordon to cover its successive short positions may have 
had the effect of maintaining the price of Union shares 
above that which might otherwise have existed, thereby 
enhancing the perceived value of the securities offered by 
Unicorp pursuant to the bid. 


There was no reference in the Unicorp take-over 
bid circular to the short position of Gordon. There was 
no evidence before us that Unicorp knew of the short 
position. We are unable to determine the effect on the 
market of Gordon subsequently covering that position, a 
process which was completed by February 13, 1985. Under 
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these circumstances the Commission feels that the Unicorp 
take-over bid circular should be amended to refer to the 
short position, the efforts of Gordon to cover the short 
position, and the possible effect of such efforts on the 
market for shares of Union. Such an amendment would 
ordinarily require a new right of withdrawal extending for 
a period of 10 days from the date of the mailing of the 
amendment, and the extension of the bid for 21 days from 
that date. Considering all the circumstances, the 
Commission feels that those time periods should be 
shortened. Accordingly, all holders of Union shares are 
to have a right of withdrawal for a period of 5 business 
days after the mailing of the amendment. The period of 
time during which. the bid may remain open for acceptance 
may be shortened, at the option of Unicorp, to a date 
which is not less than 10 business days after the mailing 
of the amendment.

APPEARANCES: 


No one appearing on behalf of AUTOBANK 
INC., (hereinafter sometimes referred to as 
the "Proponent") 


Alexander T. Neuman appearing on behalf of 
DU-KANE AUTOMOTIVE SUPPLIES 
LIMITED, cob. as AUTO BANK OF 
CANADA (hereinafter sometimes referred to 
as the "Objector") 


A hearing was held before me on the 10th day of October, 1984, pursuant to 
subsection 12(1) of the Business Corporations Act, 1982 (the "Act"). The 
purpose of the hearing was to decide whether or not a certificate of 
amendment to the articles of incorporation of the Proponent, AUTOBANK 
INC., Ontario Corporation Number 525932 should be issued changing the 


name of the corporation. 


The Proponent corporation , Autobank Ine., was incorporated on November 
1, 1982. No one appeared on behalf of the Proponent. The objects as set 


forth in the articles of incorporation include the following: 


(a) To operate and conduct a service for use of merchants of 
automobiles and other products whereunder information 
about availability of inventory in the market place will be 
researched, stored and exchanged; 
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The Objector was incorporated by Letters Patent dated October 2, 1982 
under the name Du-Kane Automotive Supplies Limited. The Objector filed a 
style name under the Corporations Information Act on February 11, 1977, 
which expired on February 10, 1982. A second registration was filed on 


September 9, 1983, to expire September 8, 1988. 


Abraham Cohen, the President of Du-Kane Automotive Supplies Limited, 
testified on behalf of the Objector. 


The Objector sells and services parts for all makes of automobiles and 
trucks. Mr. Cohen testified that he has been operating this type of business 
since 1950.. 


The Objector first used the name "Autobank of Canada" in the Spring of 
1974. Exhibit No. 5 consists of an announcement forwarded to customers of 
the Objector, announcing the grand opening of the "Autobank". These 
announcements were distributed in the early part of April 1974, before the 


opening party. 


Exhibit No. 2 includes two registrations under the Corporations Information 
Act by the objector for the name "Autobank of Canada". The first 
registration covers the period from February 11, 1977 to February 10, 1982. 
The second registration commenced September 9, 1983 and expires 
September 8, 1988. 


Exhibit No. 4 is the Liquor Licence Special Occasion Permit which was 
issued to Mr. Cohen on May 2nd, 1974 under the name "Autobank of 


Canada". 


Exhibit No. 6 consists of a magazine, "Canadian Automotive Trade" dated 
April 19, 1974. On page 102(d)(e), there is an article entitled "Meet the 
Duke", with reference to the opening of the store to be known as "Auto 
Bank". 
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Exhibit No. 7 consists of carbon eopies of invoices using the name "Auto 
Bank" in bold letters "of Canada" in smaller letters. These invoices are 
dated July 1978, October 4, 1974. 


Exhibit No. 8 consists of the form of envelope the Objector currently uses 
which ineludes in the left hand corner the designation "Auto Bank of 


Canada". 


Mr. Cohen testified that he chose the style name "Auto Bank of Canada" 


because the store in question was converted from a former bank. 


As Exhibit No. 9, the Objector put in two advertisements. One from the 
Bargain Hunter dated June 23, 1983. This advertisement is for "Autobank 
Ine." and is entitled "The First Dating Service for Automobiles". The ad 
explains as follows: "Our computers hold data on thousands of used cars at 
reputable dealerships across Ontario. We don't sell the cars. We don't even 
take a commission. We just tell you where to find what you want...". It 
would appear from this ad that the Proponent is involved in a vehicle 
selection service. The second ad is from the Toronto Star and is very 


similar to the ad placed in the Bargain Hunter. 


The Objector carries on its business in the area of Metropolitan Toronto and 
lists its business in the Metropolitan Toronto white page directory and 


yellow page directory. 


With respect to confusion, Mr. Cohen testified that he has personally 
received telephone calls from individuals confusing his business with that of 
the Proponent. He has to advise these callers that the Objector is not in the 
vehicle selection business. He received about two or three calls a days for 
the duration of the Proponent's advertisements (Exhibit No. 9). He has also 
received calls from collection agencies which are under the impression that 
his business was affiliated with that of the Proponent. In addition to the 
telephone calls received personally by him, persons employed by the 


Objector have had to deal with similar inquiries. 
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The relevant sections in the Business Corporations Act, 1982 (hereinafter 
referred to as the "Act") are subsections 12(1) and 9 of the Act, in Ontario 
Regulation 446/83 (hereinafter referred to the "Regulation" are sections 2 


and 3 of the Regulation. Section 9 of the Act provides in part as follows: 
Section 9 of the Act provides in part as follows: 


(1) Subject to subsection (2), a corporation shall not have a 
name,... 

(b) that is the same as or, except where a number 
name is proposed, similar to, 

(i) the name of a known, 
(A) body corporate, 
(B) trust, 
(C) association, 
(D) partnership, 
(E) sole proprietorship, or 
(F) individual 


whether in existence or not, or 


(ii) the known name under which any _ body 
corporate, trust, association, partnership, sole 
proprietorship, or individual, carries on business 
or identifies itself, 

if the use of that name would be likely to deceive; ... 


The Act goes on to provide in subsection 12(1) as follows: 


If a corporation, through inadvertence or otherwise, has acquired 
a name contrary to section 9, the Director may, after giving the 
corporation an opportunity to be heard, issue a certificate of 
amendment to the articles changing the name of the corporation 
to a name specified in the certificate and, upon the issuance of 
the certificate of amendment, the articles are amended 
accordingly. 


Sections 2 and 3 of Ontario Regulation 446/83 under the Act (the 
"Regulation"), appear to codify the case law which is developed over the 
years with regard to name disputes, in particular, Re C C Chemicals Ltd., 


[1967] 2 O.R. 248 (C.A.) and Canadian Motorways Ltd. et al v. Laidlaw 
Motorways Ltd. (1974), 40 D.L.R. (3d) 52 (S.C.C.). 
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In the Re C C Chemicals ease, Kelly, J. A. speaking for the court, laid down 
eertain factors which are appropriate for the Minister to consider when 
deciding whether or not a name should be granted. These are in essence, the 
names of the businesses, the nature of the businesses, and the person or 


class of person who ordinarily might be expected to deal with each business. 


The Objector carries on the business of wholesale and retail automotive and 
truck supplies. The Proponent is involved in the selection of automotive and 
truck vehicles through a computer data bank. Both businesses, therefore, 


are’ involved with different aspects of the automotive field. 


I, therefore, conclude that there is a similarity between the nature of the 


businesses carried on by the Objector and the Proponent. 


The Objector's clientele and the Proponent's clientele would appear to cover 
a wide spectrum of the population; in the case of the Objector's clientele, 
anyone seeking automotive parts and in the case of the Proponent's 
clientele, anyone seeking an aid to the purchase or sale of an automobile. |, 
therefore, conclude that there is an overlap between the persons who 
ordinarily might be expected to deal with the Objector and the persons who 


might ordinarily be expected to deal with the Proponent. 


Both business appear to operate within the Municipality of Metropolitan 
Toronto. I therefore conclude that there is an overlap in the geographic 


area covered by both businesses as well. 


The most important factor laid down by Kelly, J.A., in the Re C C 
Chemicals case, is the consideration of the similarity of the names in 


question. 


These are as follows: 


AUTOBANK INC. (the "Proponent") 
DU-KANE AUTOMOTIVE SUPPLIES LIMITED 
c.0.b. as 
AUTO BANK OF CANADA (the "Objector") 
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Both corporations share the words "auto bank". In the case of the Objector, 
the business name "Auto Bank of Canada", is not descriptive of the business 
carried on by the Objector. Mr. Cohen chose the name "Auto Bank of 
Canada" because he decided in the Spring of 1974 to utilize the fact that the 
Objector's premises on Dufferin Street had previously housed a bank. A 
bank motif appears on the left-hand corner of the Objector's invoices and 
envelopes. 

Although the words "Auto Bank" are found within the public domain, they 
are not simply descriptive of the nature of the Objector's business and have 


been used in an innovative fashion. 


As Mr. Justice Laskin states in the Canadian Motorways Ltd. et al v. 
Laidlaw Motorways Ltd. (1974), 40 D.L.R. (3d) 52 (S.C.C.), at page 64 states: 


I readily subscribe to the proposition that an objecting company 
should not be able to claim an exclusive right to use as part of 
its name a descriptive word which merely identifies its business, 
but other descriptive words which do not do so - and that is the 
present case - may be found to deserve protection against use by 
competing companies. 


Mr. Cohen testified with respect to incidents of confusion. These occurred 
on a regular basis in the period of time during which the Proponent appears 


to have carried on an active business. 


I therefore conclude that the Proponent, through inadvertence, has acquired 
a name contrary to section 9 and that the name would lead to the inference 
that the Proponent and the Objector are one and the same business, or that 


the Proponent is associated or affiliated with the Objector. 


Section 12 of the Act and the case law provides the Director with the 
discretion not to change a name which has been granted contrary to section 
9 of the Act. 
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The nature of this discretion is explained by Mr. Justice Robins on page 566 


of Re Cantrade Sales and Import Co. Ltd. (1977), 15 O.R. (2d) 562 Div. 
Court, as follows: 


...Notwithstanding the acquisition of a name contrary 
to section 8(1), and then section 9(1), the Minister is 
obliged to consider whether, in the light of all the 
surrounding circumstances of a particular case, the 
name ought to be _ ordered changed. This 
consideration, aS a primary matter, involves the 
public interest in not being subjected to confusion 
through the use of similar corporate names, and as a 
secondary matter, the interests of the companies 
claiming the name and the relative hardship that may 
result to them from the decision. 


The Proponent was incorporated on November 1, 1982. At the time of the 
Proponent's incorporation, the Objector's registration under the 
Corporations Information Act had expired. However, the Objector has been 
carrying on an active business since the Spring of 1974 under the name 
"Auto Bank of Canada" and was known by that name at the time of the 
Proponent's incorporation. In addition, in the circumstances of this cases, 
the public interest in not being subject to confusion through the use of 
similar corporate names outweighs any any resulting hardship to the 
proponent. I, therefore, do not find sufficient reason for the Director to 


exercise his discretion referred to in subsection 12(1) and in Re Cantrade. 


Accordingly, for the foregoing reasons and pursuant to the authority 
delegated to me under section 264 of the Business Corporations Act, 1982, it 
is ordered that unless Autobank Ine. files articles of amendment changing its 
name to a name dissimilar to that of the Objector within 30 days of the date 
of these Reasons, a certificate of amendment will be issued changing the 
name of Autobank Inc., to 525932 Ontario Limited.

1.2.1 OSC/TSE JOINTLY ANNOUNCE OVER-THE-COUNTER AUTOMATED TRADING SYSTEM 


OVER-THE-COUNTER AUTOMATED TRADING SYSTEM 


OSC AND TSE JOINTLY ANNOUNCE NEW CANADIAN 





May 1, 1985. 


Small public companies should find it easier to raise money in Ontario 
under a new electronic quotation and trade reporting system for 
Over-the-Counter (OTC) securities announced today by the Ontario Securities 
Commission and The Toronto Stock Exchange. 


Securities that are not listed on the four Canadian stock exchanges will 
be quoted via a new computer system called COATS -- Canadian Over-the-Counter 
Automated Trading System -- which will keep such companies in the public eye, 
give brokers up to the minute market information, and allow brokers to 
electronically report trading in unlisted securities. 


The new system will be operated and regulated by the OSC, which has 
responsibility for maintaining and fostering investor confidence in the capital 
markets and facilitating the formation of capital. The Toronto Stock Exchange 
will act as_ exclusive agent, ofs?the: OSC ‘in supplying an electronic quote 
information and trade reporting system. The new electronic on-line system for 
OTC market information will enable all firms authorized to trade OTC securities 
Ox 


ay publicly display quotes in all OTC stocks, and 
(11) accurately report and store trade information. 


Many companies, both large and small, choose not to list on a recognized 
exchange in Canada for a variety of reasons, ranging from inability to meet 
listing requirements to questions of cost. The shares of these companies are 
traded in Ontario in the unlisted or over-the-counter market. 


While these trades must be reported to the Ontario Securities Commission 
(OSC), investors are only able to see the results of these trades in the daily 
newspapers on the following day. There is no on-line system giving up-to-date 
trading information such as the bid and ask price and previous day's volume. 
Parties interested in trading OTC securities must now telephone around the 
"street'' to obtain prices on unlisted securities without having any central 
facility for determining the best bid and offer prices. 


COATS was prompted by a realization by the OSC that the present 10-year 
old reporting system was inadequate. 


"We were not satisfied with the reporting system and it seemed to us. that 
with the explosion of computer technology in the last couple of years it would 
not be difficult to go beyond the existing system and develop an _ on-line 
quotation system,'' said John Leybourne, OSC Deputy Director of Enforcement and 
Market Regulation. 


Several companies with computer expertise and knowledge of the investment 
business -- including the TSE -- were asked to make proposals and the TSE was 
eventually chosen. 
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The new market information system is expected to be operational before the 
end of the year. In addition, the system has the potential to be upgraded to a 
full fledged trading system. 


The quote information and summary trade information contained in the COATS 
system will be broadcast by the Toronto Stock Exchange through its vendor feed 
to major North American vendors of market information services. The new system 
will therefore be available to existing networks of quotation terminals 
throughout Canada, the United States and in major European financial centres. 


The system will be a modified non-trading version of the highly successful 
TSE Computer Assisted Trading System (CATS), which is now used to complement 
trading on the floor of the Exchange. 


It is expected that the new COATS system will pay for itself. Costs *for 
brokers and investors using the new system will be in line with the charges 
currently incurred for the operation of the present OTC system. In fact, the 
new system may lead to reduced costs in the clearing and settlement of trades 
in unlisted securities. 


Brokerage firms participating in the OTC market have welcomed the 
development of COATS and agreed to participate ina Planning Committee and a 
User's Committee. The User's Committee is composed of representatives from 
seven brokerage firms under the chairmanship of Mr. Court Bracken of 
W. D) Latimer & Co: Limited: 


"The new system will lead to greater efficiency for the investment 
community and the capital markets," said Mr. Leybourne. 


"The COATS System provides a viable response to the suggestions that have 
been made for the establishment of a new stock exchange to trade junior issues 
that are not eligible for listing on the TSE. The COATS system will provide 
the quality, quantity and publicity of information needed to have a suitable 
trading environment for such junior companies in Ontario. The system is’ being 
developed with the joint expertise of the TSE AND OSC to serve the interests of 
the investing public and the capital markets in Ontario."' 


"The new Canadian Over-the-Counter Automated Trading System is part of a 
series of steps being taken by the OSC to assist in the formation of capital in 
Ontario.'' 


"We hope it will encourage the public's participation in’ the: capital 
markets in Ontario. Small investors are an important source of capital and we 
believe the online reporting of trading in junior issues will create a Lote of 
interest." 


"Increased investment will help junior companies raise money for new plant 
and equipment and, ultimately, create more jobs," said Mr. Leybourne.

UPON the application of LGC Financial Services Ltd. (the, VAppiieant") to 
the Ontario Securities Commission (the ''Commission'") pursuant to paragraph 
99 (e)OIn thet Securities Act.« R; S.0. 1980, c.466 (the "Act'"') for an order 
exempting the Applicant from the requirements of Part XIX of the ANGE 


AND UPON it being represented to the Commission that: 


i. 


The Applicant is a company incorporated under the laws of British 
Columbia; 


The Applicant is not a reporting issuer under the AGts 


The Applicant does not presently own any of the common shares of 
Yorkshire Trust Company (''Yorkshire'') ; 


Canfor Investments Holdings Ltd. ('Canfor'') is the registered and 
beneficial owner of 144,806 Yorkshire common shares or 44. 33%; 


The Applicant has entered into an agreement with Canfor to acquire its 
Yorkshire common shares ("'Canfor Shares'') on certain terms and 
conditions for a purchase price of $74.00 cash (the "Agreement'') ; 


Under the terms of the Agreement, the Applicant is obligated to make 
an offer to the holders of the Yorkshire common shares, other than 
Canfor, to acquire their shares for a consideration in cash of $74.00 
per share (the ''Proposed Offer'') ; 


Under the Agreement, the Applicant: 
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(a) as a condition precedent to its obligation to purchase the 
Canfor Shares, shall have received a_ sufficient number of 
acceptances of its offer to become entitled to purchase not 
less than 75.1% of the Yorkshire common shares now outstanding, 
plus the number, not exceeding 11,077, issuable upon the 
exercise of rights to convert pursuant to convertible notes; 
and 


(b) that the appropriate exemption orders are obtained from the 
regulatory bodies in the relevant provinces relieving the 
Applicant from compliance with the take-over bid provisions of 
the relevant Securities Acts; 


8. Further, the Proposed Offer is to be open for acceptance for 14 days 
unless extended by the Applicant; 


9. It will be a condition precedent to the obligations of the Applicant 
under the Proposed Offer that the Applicant shall have purchased the 
Canfor Shares, therefore, all of the conditions precedent to the 
obligations of the Applicant under the Agreement will be conditions 
precedent to its obligations under the Proposed Offer; 


10. There are four holders of Yorkshire common shares resident in Ontario.

UNIFORMITY COMMITTEE 


At the meeting of the Canadian Securities Administrators held in Toronto on May 


7-9, 1985, a Uniformity Committee, composed of the _ senior securities 
administrators of Ontario, Quebec, British Columbia and the Yukon, was 
established. The Committee's mandate is to make recommendations’ to the 


Administrators as to how increased uniformity among the provincial and 
territorial jurisdictions may be achieved with respect to legislation, 
policies, filings and procedures. Building on presently established areas of 
uniformity and administrative accords, the intention is to create a national 
system of securities regulation with uniform, compatible legislation and 
policies, and single filings with an eventual goal of electronic access and 
retrieval. Such a system would provide the benefits of an efficient national 
market, while allowing for provincial regulation with attention to local needs 
and requirements. 


The Administrators also requested its Policy Advisory Committee to review the 
existing National and Uniform Act Policies and draft a revised set of National 
Policies. As part of its mandate, the Policy Advisory Committee will review 
local policies with a view to making them consistent with the revised National 
Policies. The Policy Advisory Committee will coordinate its work through the 
Uniformity Committee. 


Members of the public are invited to indicate the particular areas in which 
increased uniformity would assist in the efficient operation of the securities 
market in order to assist the Committee in establishing its priorities. The 
Committee is particularly interested in areas where uniformity might be 
achieved fairly readily, such as uniform filing requirements and a _ single 
filing for insider trading reports.

6.1 UNIFORMITY COMMITTEE 


UNIFORMITY COMMITTEE 


At the meeting of the Canadian Securities Administrators held in Toronto on May 


7-9, 1985, a Uniformity Committee, composed of the senior securities 
administrators of Ontario, Quebec, British Columbia and the Yukon, was 
established. The Committee's mandate is to make recommendations to the 


Administrators as to how increased uniformity among the provincial and 
territorial jurisdictions may be achieved with respect to legislation, 
policies, filings and procedures. Building on presently established areas of 
uniformity and administrative accords, the intention is to create a national 
system of securities regulation with uniform, compatible legislation and 
policies, and single filings with an eventual goal of electronic access and 
retrieval. Such a system would provide the benefits of an efficient national 
market, while allowing for provincial regulation with attention to local needs 
and requirements. 


The Administrators also requested its Policy Advisory Committee to review the 
existing National and Uniform Act Policies and draft a revised set of National 
Policies. As part of its mandate, the Policy Advisory Committee will review 
local policies with a view to making them consistent with the revised National 
Policies. The Policy Advisory Committee will coordinate its work through the 
Uniformity Committee. 


Members of the public are invited to indicate the particular areas in which 
increased uniformity would assist in the efficient operation of the securities 
market in order to assist the Committee in establishing its priorities. The 
Committee is particularly interested in areas where uniformity might be 
achieved fairly readily, such as uniform filing requirements and a_ single 
filing for insider trading reports.

A large segment of potentially interested parties was surveyed to identify 
the interest of those who would consider purchasing the Corporations on 
Microfiche (C.O.M.) Index which provides basic name information of all 
corporations active in Ontario. The replies showed sufficient interest to 
make the sale of subscriptions a worthwhile proposition. 


For $75.00 semi-annually, subscribers receive the complete set whieh is 
comprised of the Master Index plus weekly updates. Available on the Index 
is basic name information identifying business and non-profit corporations, 
amalgamated and continued companies under the laws of the Province of 
Ontario, extra-provincial corporations which have been licensed to carry on 
business in Ontario and federal and Quebec corporations doing business 
within Ontario.

On Commodity Futures 


The Commodity Futures Branch processed 35 (48) submissions 
on applications covering individuals and firms. At year 
end, 38 (36) firms were registered under the Commodity 
Futures Act. In addition, the Deputy Director had carriage 
of or assisted substantially in 52 (16) applications to the 
Commission. The Branch has been closely involved in the 
continuing development of The Toronto Futures Exchange, 
which commenced operations on January 16, 1984. 


1984 HIGHLIGHTS 


Securities Industry Review 


The Commission convened a major public hearing, held over 3 
weeks in November, and December 1984, to consider entry 
into and ownership of the Ontario securities industry by 
non-residents and by financial institutions or other 
non-industry persons. Currently the participation of these 
outsiders is limited by regulation. Representatives of the 
major Canadian stock exchanges, investment dealers, 
financial institutions, industry associations and 
interested individuals from across Canada and other 
countries participated in the hearing. The Commission 
dealt with the issue of how to strengthen Ontario's capital 
markets through increasing the markets' access to capital 
while maintaining significant Canadian ownership of 
securities firms, and also maintaining the distinct “four 
pillar" organization of Ontario's financial system. In its 
report, released in February, 1985, the Commission 
recommended that securities firms should only be controlled 
by significant securities industry investors; that where 
such control existed, outsiders could own up to 30% of a 
securities firm; and that special, limited registrations 
should be granted to foreign dealers and international 
dealers. Certain exemptions from registration previously 
available for private placement underwriting would be 
repealed. 


Restricted Shares 


In March 1984 the Commission published a position paper 
describing its concerns relating to the impact upon the 
efficiency of capital markets in Canada of the increasing 
use of restricted shares as a corporate finance device. 
Simultaneously, the Commission issued Interim Policy 1.3 - 
Restricted Shares. The Commission reviewed 46 written 
submissions on Interim Policy 1.3, and held a 2 day meeting 
to consider the regulation of restricted shares generally. 
The Chairman of the Commission met with the securities 
regulators from Quebec, Alberta and British Columbia, 

and the Director under the Canada Business Corporations Act 
in order to develop, as far as possible, a uniform policy. 
As a result of this review, «Policy: 1.3+was jadopted sin 
October 1984. Policy 1.3 requires disclosure of the 
particular attributes and restrictions of the restricted 
shares, and the distribution to holders of restricted 
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shares of all information documents required to be sent to 
holders boot lwotings sequritiesi. Cheatston, Oo <a, class of 
restricted shares or any corporate action which has. the 
effect of making an existing class of securities restricted 
shares requires minority approval. The Commission has also 
proposed amendments to the Securities Act which would make 
the Stake-ower.. bidivawlesieapply<tto bids. for.classes) of 
non-voting equity shares. 


Strip or Zero Coupon Bonds 


The Commission expressed its concern in June 1984 that the 
investing public might be confused about the special 
characteristics esof) strip*sor zero atoupen» bonds .and. bond 
residues, which were then being sold to a wider public 
market. The Commission, therefore, proposed a policy which 
requires first-time purchasers of the securities to be 
provided with an information statement, approved by the 
directors” ofe ‘tie! Ppariti culer sinvestment attributes of -strip 
bonds and bond residues, notably their volatile price, the 
requirement under income tax laws to account for accrued 
income every three years, and their possibly limited 
marketability. This requirement was adopted as Policy 1.6 
in September, 1984. 


Application of Sieturi tess Acts to» the Crown

issue. This amendment, and the agreement leading to it, 
resolved an issue which had been the subject of proceedings 
between the Commission and the Caisse de Depot et Placement 
du Quebec. 


Securities Act Amendments 


In August 1984, the Commission published for comment 
proposed amendments to the Securities Act relating to the 
closed system of distribution. The amendments are intended 
to rationalize thes current system which involves a 
combination of legislation, regulation and blanket orders, 
in light of experience developed since the institution of 
the closed system. 


Bill 159, amending the take-over bid provisions of the 
Securities Act to accord with uniform provisions developed 
between the major securities administrators in Canada, 
received first reading. It will be re-introduced at the 
next session. The uniform provisions are designed to 
establish a standard regime for effective and equitable 
take-over bid regulation. 
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Among the changes proposed in the Bill, the requirement to 
make a follow-up offer would be deleted, but replaced by 
new restrictions upon the private agreement exemption. 
Restrictions would also apply to acquisitions of securities 
within 20 days following the expiry of a bid .? "Restrictions 
on conditional take-over bids would be removed. An early 
warning system would be established in which a person or 
company, upon acquiring 10 per cent or more of fakclass tot 
voting securities, would be required to disclose its 
interest forthwith. 


Options Rationalization 


After a public hearing in May, 1984, the Commission issued 
the Recognized Options Rationalization Order 2 oihis onder 
was co-ordinated with the other Canadian securities 
administrators, resulting in a rationalized scheme across 
Canada for trading recognized options through recognized 
clearing corporations. The securities administrators also 
agreed upon a generic summary disclosure statement.

The Commission hosted the 9th Annual International 
Conference of Securities Commissions and Similar 
Organizations from July 29 to August 34319845 
Representatives and observers from across Canada and 32 
other countries participated in discussions on the 
co-ordination of securities regulation, the integration of 
financial services and current developments in 
international securities markets.

On February 26, 1985 a hearing was held before me pursuant to subsection 
12(1) of the Business Corporations Act, 1982 (the "Act"), at the objection of 
Fairview Insurance Brokers Inc. The purpose of the hearing was to decide 
whether or not a certificate of amendment to the articles of incorporation 
of Fairway Insurance Brokers Inc. should be issued, changing the name of the 


corporation to some dissimilar name. 


The Objector was incorporated on September 10, 1982 under the provisions 


of the Business Corporations Act, R.S.O. 1980, ¢.54. 


The objects for which the corporation is incorporated are: 


To carry on in all its branches the business of insurance 


brokers for any corporation, association, group, club, 
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syndicate, or individual engaged directly or indirectly in 
the business of insurance in all or any of its classifications 
or in any guarantee, indemnity, bonding or like business. 
(Exhibit No. 3) 


The Proponent was incorporated on July 24, 1984, under the provisions of 
the Business Corporations Act, 1982. By articles of amendment dated 
November 19, 1984, the following restrictions on business that the 
corporation may carry on or powers that the corporation may exercise were 


imposed: 


To only carry on in all its branches the business of 
insurance brokers for any corporation, association, group, 
club, syndicate or individual, including engaging directly 
or indirectly in the business of insurance in all or any of 
its classifications or in any guaranty, indemnity, bonding 
or like insurance, and to act as agents for life insurance. 
(Exhibit No. 4) 


Both corporations are located in the city of Mississauga and both operate as 


independent insurance brokerages. 


Mr. Fred De Francesco testified on behalf of the Objector. He is one of the 
incorporators, a first director, a shareholder, and he currently holds the 
office of President. Prior to incorporating the Objector, Mr. De Francesco 
was employed at the executive level in the branches of two insurance 
companies for a period of twelve years, and during the course of his 
employment acquired considerable experience in dealing with insurance 
brokerage businesses. He is a registered insurance broker and a member of 


the Registered Insurance Brokers of Ontario (RIBO). 


The business premises of the Objector are located in a mixed industrial and 
retail mall at 1035 Queensway Street East in Mississauga, one block west of 
Dixie Road. The majority of the Objector's clients are located in 


Mississauga, however, the geographical area of business extends to 
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Hamilton, Pickering and Huntsville. Mr. De Francesco testified that he 
resides in an area of Mississauga commonly known as "Fairview" purportedly 
due to a street in the area with that name, and that this fact was the 
primary inspiration for his choosing the word "Fairview" to be included in 


the Objector's name. 


Mr. De Francesco testified that the Objector engages in the soliciting of and 
negotiating for all types of insurance including automobile, home owners, 
commercial and life insurance. The Objector deals with approximately six 
insurance companies, and according to Mr. De Francesco, it is not a common 
practice in the industry to change insurance companies too frequently. 
There are different billing methods employed in the industry, and it is the 
practice of the Objector to bill its clients directly by means of an annual 


mailing giving notice of premiums due. 


The majority of the Objector's clients are acquired on the basis of a personal 
referral from others who have dealt with or are familiar with the Objector. 
A substantial amount of business is conducted over the telephone, while a 
lesser amount is conducted at the office or at a broker's home. 


The Objector advertises its services in the local newspaper, through the 
distribution of flyers and by direct mailings to an ascertained prospective 
clientele. In addition, the Objector has listings in the yellow and white 
pages of the Mississauga and Etobicoke telephone books. 

Exhibit No. 11 is an extract from the yellow pages of the Mississauga 
telephone directory, and shows at pp. 469 - 70 the respective advertisements 


of the Objector and Proponent. 


In cross-examination, Mr. De Francesco stated that the Objector's 
commercial business, which amounts to approximately 30% of the total 
volume, is obtained equally by referral and by "cold eall" visits to 
prospective customers. With the latter approach, the broker would leave his 


business ecard behind for future reference. 
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I will now turn to the evidence relating to the existence of the Proponent in 
the business life of the Objector. Mr. De Francesco testified that from 
commencing business until approximately October 1984, there had been no 
evidence of any confusion as to the identity of the Objector. In October of 
1984, the Objector began receiving the occasional telephone call from 
persons alleging that they had received an insurance quotation from the 
Objector, however, there was no record of the caller's name. On one 
occasion the caller quoted the Safeco Insurance Company, which is not an 
insurance company with which the Objector deals. On another occasion, a 
field representative attending at the Objector's office told Mr. De 
Francesco that it was rumoured that the Objector's business had been sold. 
In his efforts to discover the source of the rumour, Mr. De Francesco 
learned of a new insurance brokerage that had commenced business in the 


vicinity, under the name "Fairway". 


In Mr. De Francesco's opinion, the news of "Fairway" perhaps explained the 
puzzle of the misdirected telephone calls, and he immediately apprised a 
lawyer and RIBO of his concerns. Exhibit No. 22 is a copy of a letter dated 
November 8, 1984 from Mr. De Francesco to Mr. J. Bear, in-house counsel 
for RIBO, requesting his assistance and advice. Exhibit No. 10 is a copy of a 
letter dated November 19, 1984 from the Objector's lawyer to the 
Proponent, advising of the name objection and the intention to pursue the 
matter to a hearing. Mr. De Francesco also testified that he was concerned 
about the Objector's relationship with its insurers, and he thereupon 
informed each of them of the Proponent's existence and the confusion that 


was occurring. 


Mr. De Francesco caused a schedule to be prepared of all communications, 
including telephone calls and correspondence, received by the Objector from 
persons who were trying to reach the Proponent, or who were confused as to 
whom they wished to reach. This record was introduced as Exhibit No. 5 and 
it sets out 18 instances of confusion occurring between November 21, 1984 
and February 25, 1985, the day before this hearing. Of the 18 recorded 
instances I find, based on the evidence, that 14 instances were verified as 


involving confusion between the parties. With respect to the remaining 
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documented instances, namely two calls from the Royal Bank, the inquiry 
from an Ontario Provincial Police Officer and the call from Evans Mercury, 
while it is clear that the Objector was the wrong party, it was not proved 


that the Proponent was the desired party. 


Certain documentary evidence was entered in support of Mr. De Francesco's 


testimony regarding the events set out in the schedule. 


Exhibit No. 6 is a letter intended for the Objector, from a lawyer requesting 
confirmation of his clients' insurance coverage. The letter is addressed to 
"Fairway Insurance", but bears the address of the Objector and is to the 


attention of Mr. S. Camera, a director of the Objector. 


Exhibit No. 7 is a letter intended for the Proponent, from a sales 
representative of The Boiler Inspection and Insurance Company of Canada 
providing an insurance quotation for a Duny Machine Ltd. The letter is 
addressed to the Objector, but to the attention of Mr. Mike Doherty (sic.), 


who is the sole director of the Proponent. 


Exhibit No. 8 is a card from a Mississauga florist that accompanied flowers 
intended for Mr. De Francesco and his family. The flowers were addressed 
to Mr. De Francesco's family at the Objector's address, but were marked 


"¢/o Fairway Insurance". 


Exhibit No. 9 is a letter received by the Objector from the Scotiabank 
requesting confirmation of insurance coverage of Harbour View Towers by 
the Boiler Insurance Company. The envelope bears the name "F airway 
Insurance Brokers" while the addressee on the letter itself is "Fairview 


Insurance Brokers". The letter was intended for the Proponent. 


In addition to the foregoing evidence of confusion in correspondence, Mr. De 
Francesco testified as to 11 telephone calls taken either by himself or his 
receptionist that were not intended for the Objector. The source of the 
calls included The Royal Bank, a government automobile licensing 


department, the Ontario Provincial Police and members of the general 
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public. In some cases, the caller sought confirmation of insurance coverage 
allegedly arranged by the Objector, however, the Objector had no record of 
the insured and in some cases, the specified insurer was not one of the 


Objector's contract insurance companies. 


In respect of mailings to the Objector from its own insurance companies, 
Mr. De Francesco testified in cross-examination that a courier service is 
used, and that no confusion had occurred with the courier after the 
existence of the Proponent was brought to the courier's attention. In re- 
examination, Mr. De Francesco testified that up to November 1984, the 
Objector was receiving approximately one letter per week intended for the 


Proponent, and delivered by the courier service. 


When asked for an explanation as to a possible reason for the confusion, Mr. 
De Francesco testified that in his opinion the names of the Objector and 
Proponent are difficult to distinguish if said or viewed quickly. He stated 
that most persons are unaware of the identity of their insurer and will often 
identify their insurer by naming their insurance broker. In addition, he 
testified that a substantial number of the Objector's clients are of Italian 
origin, many of whom have limited facility with the English language. He 
stated that his father, an Italian immigrant, was confused upon reading the 
yellow page telephone listings of the Objector and Proponent, and was 


unable to distinguish the corporate names (Exhibit No. 11). 


Mr. Sal Della Camera testified next for the Objector. He too, is an 


ineorporator, first director and shareholder. 


Mr. Della Camera gave evidence with respect to three telephone calls 
personally received by him, and included among the eighteen instances set 
out in Exhibit No. 5. Of those three calls, I find that the call from Evans 
Mercury was not established as involving confusion between the Objector 
and Proponent. While the call from one Greg Smith clearly involved 
confusion between the parties, it was not clear on the evidence as to what 


transpired and I make no finding as to the source of the confusion. 
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Mr. Michael Dougherty testified for the Proponent. He is the founder of the 


Proponent and its sole director and shareholder. 


Mr. Dougherty testified that he has been in the insurance business for 
twenty years; eleven years as a broker. In October 1975, he and his Italian 
partner incorporated an insurance brokerage with offices in Burlington and 
Hamilton, under the name "Mainway Insurance Brokers Limited". This 
business had a large Italian clientele. Mr. Dougherty separated from his 
partner in the summer of 1984 and he then caused the Proponent to be 
incorporated. He testified that he brought a number of Mainway's 
commercial clients from Hamilton, Burlington, Oakville and Mississauga to 
the Proponent. He stated that he did not retain any of his former Italian 
clientele. 


Mr. Dougherty testified that his first choice for a corporate name was 
"Fairview", but that RIBO had advised him that the name was already being 
used. His second choice was "Fairway" which he chose essentially out of the 
air. In cross-examination he testified that he had not reviewed the names 
search report obtained prior to incorporation (Exhibit No. 4). I note that the 


Objector's name appears on the report and has been marked with an "x", 


The Proponent's office is located approximately 1.5 miles north of the 
Objector, in the High Point Mall at 3415 Dixie Road in Mississauga. Mr. 
Dougherty testified that he chose the Dixie Road location because of its 
accessibility to major highways serving Toronto, Hamilton, Burlington and 


Brampton. 


In October 1984, the Proponent purchased the Safeco accounts and client 
files of Heart Lake Insurance Brokers Ltd., consisting of clients in the Erin 
Mills and Brampton areas. Exhibit No. 12 is a copy of a letter that the 
Proponent sent to all clients of Heart Lake informing them of the sale. This 
letter is on the Proponent's letterhead and contains its full corporate name, 
with prominence given to the words "Fairway Insurance", its address and 
telephone number. Exhibit No. 16 is Mr. Dougherty's business ecard which is 


stylized in the same fashion as the letterhead. 
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The Proponent is engaged in the business of general insurance, excluding 
life. The total volume of business is approximately $700,000 with the 
commercial business representing about 30% of the total. Mr. Dougherty 
testified that the insurance companies with which the Proponent deals are 
all different from the Objector's insurers. All of the Proponent's automobile 
and home owners policies are placed with the Safeco Insurance Company, 


and mailings to the Proponent from Safeco come via a courier service. 


The present clientele of the Proponent are located in Erin Mills, Brampton, 
Hamilton, Burlington and Mississauga. With respect to plans for expansion, 
Mr. Dougherty testified that the Proponent had recently purchased an 
agency in Milton with Milton clientele. The Proponent is currently 
negotiating the purchase of a substantial insurance portfolio in Fort Erie 
which would involve clientele in Fort Erie, Welland, St. Catharines and 


Niagara Falls. 


Mr. Dougherty testified that since incorporation, the Proponent has not 
attempted to solicit any new business in the Mississauga area. He stated 
that there are plans for the next six months to hire "sales producers" to 
develop new business in the commercial and personal line areas. This 
approach would entail door-to-door solicitation by agents who would leave a 
business card and brochure with a prospective customer. The Proponent also 


relies extensively on referrals, for new business. 


Mr. Dougherty testified that the Proponent had received two telephone calls 
intended for the Objector, both in November 1984. The Proponent has never 
received mail intended for the Objector, though it has received mail 
intended for other tenants of the High Point Mall. Clients of the Objector 
have never attended at the Proponent's office in error. In cross-examination 
Mr. Dougherty stated that if someone seeking a quotation from the 
Objector, mistakenly came to the Proponent, he would provide a quotation 


because RIBO guidelines require him to do so. 


Mr. Dougherty stated that the Proponent employs a different billing 


procedure than the Objector in that the Proponent's clients are billed 
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directly by the insurer as opposed to by the broker. The client's bill and 
insurance policy are forwarded by the insurer together with a return 
envelope for payment. Exhibit No. 13 is a copy of a Safeco policy. The 
Proponent's name, address and telephone number are set out in the top right 
hand corner. In connection with the vast majority of bulk mailings to clients 
or prospective clients, the Proponent uses pre-paid mail that is directed 


through a special postal code. 


In respect of the incidents of confusion tendered in evidence by the 
Objector, Mr. Dougherty stated that most of the persons involved were his 
clients and that several of the instances involved the Safeco Insurance 
Company. He observed that the public generally contacts a broker upon 
referring to a business card, their insurance policy or upon referral from 
others. The name of the brokerage is used in a referral more often than the 
name of the insurer. He stated further that the Proponent was not listed in 
the Mississauga telephone book until the end of February 1985 and that he 


expected the confusion to now subside. 


Ms. Jean Preston also testified for the Proponent, but as her evidence added 


nothing to that of Mr. Dougherty, I do not propose to deal with it. 


I will now turn to the law. This proceeding was initiated by the Objector 


pursuant to subsection 12(1) of the Business Corporations Act, 1982, which 


provides: 


12.(1) If a corporation, through inadvertence or 
otherwise, has acquired a name contrary to 
section 9, the Director may, after giving the 
corporation an opportunity to be heard, issue a 
certificate of amendment to the articles 
changing the name of the corporation to a 
name specified in the certificate and, upon the 
issuance of the certificate of amendment, the 


articles are amended accordingly. 
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The provisions of section 9 of the Act that are relevant to this case are as 


follows: 


9.(1) Subject to subsection (2), a corporation shall 
not have a name, 
(b) that is the same as or... similar to, 
(i) the name of a known, 
(A) body corporate,... 
if the use of that name would be likely 
to deceive; or 
(c) that does not meet the requirements 


prescribed by the regulations. 


[emphasis added 


Sections 2 and 3 of Ontario Regulation 446/83 (the "Regulations"), are also 
relevant to the determination that must be made here. The Regulations are 
essentially a codification of the case law that has developed in the area of 
corporate name disputes, in particular, the cases Re C C Chemicals Ltd., 
[1967] 2 O.R. 248 (C.A.), and Canadian Motorways Ltd. et al. v. Laidlaw 
Motorways Ltd. (1974), 40 D.L.R. (3d) 52 (S.C.C.). 


The landmark decision in the area of corporate name objections is the C C 
Chemicals Case, wherein Mr. Justice Kelly laid down several principles that 
are relevant to the matter in issue. At pp. 254-5 of that case, he found that 
the purpose of the stricture on the granting of corporate names similar to 
those of existing bodies, was to prevent in the public interest, the use of 
incorporation to further deception likely to arise from similarity of names. 
He stated that the section 12 procedure was not enacted to enlarge the 
remedies available to protect a person against infringement on the name or 
style under which he carries on business, but in the public interest, and for 


the protection and convenience of the public. 


Citing with approval the judgement of Schatz, J. in Re Cole's Sporting 
Goods Ltd. and C. Cole & Co. Ltd. and Coles Book Stores Ltd., [1965] 2 O.R. 
243 (H.C.J.), Mr. Justice Kelly concluded that the principles applicable in a 
passing-off action are not relevant. 
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The case of the Objector, in part, sought to prove facts relevant to a 
passing-off action, and on authority, such facts are not relevant to this 
proceeding. In particular, counsel for the Objector attempted to show an 
intention to deceive on the part of the Proponent's incorporator. In this 
regard, Porter, C.J.O. in the case Re F.P. Chapple Co. Ltd., [1960] O.R. 
531(C.A.), stated at p. 540: 


It is not necessary to show an intention to deceive. The Court is 
entitled to consider all the surrounding circumstances. It is then 
for the Court to decide whether the name so nearly resembles the 
other name as to be likely to deceive. 

This then disposes of Mr. Battiston's argument that the Proponent 


incorporated with the intention to deceive. 


It is clear on authority that the public interest is paramount, and that the 


probability of deception of the public, by reason of similar names, must be 


established by the Objector. Specifically, the likelihood to deceive, 


. must be assessed by reference to the impact of the words in the 
name on the persons or class of persons with whom the objector 
seeks to have business dealings, that is his customers or 
prospective customers. 


(C_C Chemicals, at p. 258) 


The relevant factors to be considered in this determination are set out at 
pp. 258-9 of the C C Chemicals case, and in section 3 of the Regulations 


under the Act. They may be summarized as follows: 


(a) the nature of the businesses, 
(b) the persons who might ordinarily be expected to 
deal with each, and 


(ec) the names of the businesses. 


The Objector and Proponent are both engaged in the business of operating 
independent insurance brokerages, catering to the general insurance needs 
of the public. The office premises of both businesses are located in close 


proximity in the city of Mississauga. 
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The Proponent sought to establish that the businesses of the Proponent and 
Objector are different in many respects, including existing and prospective 
clientele, the geographic area in Ontario where the names are likely to be 


used and the manner of doing business. 


I have considered the evidence with a view to determining whether the 
Proponent's assertion is supported, and I conclude that the "different 
businesses" position of the Proponent is tenuous at best. The Objector's 
clients are largely located in Mississauga though the business does cover a 
wider radius. Also, a substantial portion of the Objector's clientele are 
Italian. The Proponent's existing clientele are in Hamilton, Burlington, Erin 
Mills, Brampton and Mississauga. It is anticipated that the bulk of the 
Proponent's business will in the future, be in the Fort Erie area if a current 
acquisition is completed. The Proponent maintained that no new business 
had been sought in the Mississauga area since incorporation. Be that as it 
may, the Proponent has expressed the intention to hire agents to solicit 
business in the area. Furthermore, the Proponent has chosen to identify 


itself in the Mississauga telephone directory. 


With respect to the manner in which business is conducted, the Proponent 
maintained that the insurance companies with which each business deals are 
different, as are the billing methods employed by each. Again, I am not 
satisfied that there might not be an overlap of insurers in the future, and 


indeed the existing differences have not prevented the occurrence of 
confusion. 


I conclude, therefore, that the businesses operated by the Objector and the 
Proponent are similar, the persons who might ordinarily be expected to deal 
with each comprise a broad indiscriminate segment of the general public and 


that there is some overlap in the geographic area served by both businesses. 


The foregoing circumstances are to be considered in light of the visual and 


auditory qualities of the two names (C C Chemicals, at p. 259), which are as 
follows: 
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FAIRWAY INSURANCE BROKERS INC. 


FAIRVIEW INSURANCE BROKERS INC, 


Placing the names side by side it is patently clear that the names are 


similar, and no argument was presented to the contrary. 


Mr. Rawding, counsel for the Proponent, argued that little protection should 
be afforded the Objector on the ground that the word "Fairview' is a 
common word distinctive of nothing in particular, and that the remainder of 
the name merely contains descriptive or generic words. The case of Re 
Office Overload Co. Ltd. and Driver Overload Ltd. et al. (1968), 1 O.R. 92 
(H.C.J.) was cited in support of this position. In that case the word 
"overload" was held to be merely a descriptive or generic word and as such 


was entitled to little protection from competing users. 


Mr. Rawding also argued that the word "Fairview" is not a coined or fancy 
word within the meaning of the case Re Ebsco Investments Ltd. and Ebsco 
Subscription Services Ltd, (1975), 7 O.R. (2d) 741 (Div. Ct.). In the Ebsco 
case, both the Proponent and Objector shared the distinctive and unique 
coined word "Ebsco". Notwithstanding that the corporations were engaged 
in very different businesses, the Court held that the shared use of such a 
distinctive word rendered it probable that the public would be deceived. I 
agree with Mr. Rawding's submission that the word "Fairview" is not a 


coined or fancy word within the meaning of the Ebsco ease. 


Realistically, we are dealing here with the words "Fairview" and "F airway", 
for the remaining words in the corporate names are identical, and neutral in 
effect. Any objectionable similarity in the names must be considered in 
terms of the probability of deception of the public by their concurrent use in 
the marketplace. It is to be noted that in all of the leading cases, the names 
in issue involved the use of a word or words, in common. Here, the situation 
is essentially different, for the words "Fairview" and "Fairway", while 


similar, are nevertheless different. 
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Applying the "generic or descriptive word test" as propounded in the C C 
Chemicals case, I conclude that the word "Fairview" is not descriptive of 
the business carried on by the Objector. The word is not presently in use as 
a generic or descriptive term in this country, rather it is the sum of parts 
that by themselves are ordinary English words. Used in combination, the 
result is a pleasant sounding, but not particularly distinctive word. Nor do I 
find that the word is merely descriptive of a geographic area, for although 
reference was made to a "Fairview" district and a "Fairview" street in 
Mississauga, no physical connection of the Objector's business with these 


locations was shown. 


The fact that a word is not merely descriptive of the business of its user, 
does not by itself grant the user an exclusive right to its use. It merely 
removes the limitation upon the right to the exclusive use of an ordinary 
English word as expressed by the Court in the Motorways case. As Mr. 


Justice Goodman stated in the Ebsco case, at p. 749: 


Each ease will fall to be decided by the application of the 
principles laid down in the C_C Chemicals case and the Laidlaw 
ease to the particular circumstances of the case. 


Counsel for the Proponent referred me to a decision of this Ministry, In the 
Matter of Oakdome Realty Ltd., dated February 19, 1982. The 
circumstances which obtained in that case are very similar to this situation, 
that is, similar businesses, clientele, geographic location and names. In that 
case, there was no order for a name change, primarily because no evidence 
of consistent deception of the public was shown by the concurrent use of the 


corporate names, 


I will now turn to the evidence of confusion that was tendered at the 
hearing. Clearly this evidence is relevant to the question of "likelihood of 
deception" of the public, however, one must always bear in mind the words 
of McCruer, C.J.H.C. in Re Menzies-Gibson Ltd., [1955] O.W.N. 657, at p. 
660: 


In commercial life there is bound to be a certain amount of 
coincidence of names, but this cannot be dealt with on any trivial 
ground. 
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Twenty instances of confusion, covering a period of approximately five 
months, were testified to by the parties. This number includes two 
instances experienced by the Proponent, the rest having been tendered by 
the Objector. Of the total number, I find that sixteen instances were 


verified as involving confusion between the Objector and the Proponent. 


No argument was put forth by the Proponent that the confusion had not in 
fact occurred, however, it was the submission of counsel for the Proponent 
that the events were trivial, and insufficient in the circumstances to require 


the Proponent to change its name. 


I do not agree. I find that cogent evidence of confusion was proved, that the 
instances were many and frequent, and that there was "consistent 
deception" of the public, as that phrase was used by Mr. Justice Kelly in the 
C_C Chemicals case (at p. 257). Furthermore, I find that the persons 
deceived covered a wide spectrum of the public, including those who would 
normally be considered to be sophisticated and knowledgeable, as well as 
those who might be not. The source of the deception, in my opinion, was the 


names themselves. 


It was suggested repeatedly by the Proponent that the confusion would 
abate, given that the Proponent is now listed in the Mississauga telephone 
directory. I have considered this proposition very carefully, in light of the 
evidence of both parties regarding how clients are obtained. Both the 
Objector and Proponent disclaimed that the telephone book was a major 
source of business, rather they maintained that clients are obtained largely 
on a referral basis, or as a result of personal contact by a representative of 


the brokerage. 


I am, therefore, not convinced that the recent telephone book listing of the 
Proponent will solve the problem of confusion, and indeed, having observed 
the parties' listings in the Mississauga directory (Exhibit No. 11), Iam of 


the opinion that the confusion may very well escalate.
